Long, slender looks and the influence of the 
Orient keynote this cotton and _ cotton, 
linen, and silk blend collection.

SPRING/SUMMER SUITS 


Following a strong suit season, the momen- 
tum continues for Spring--but with a newly 
feminine look. "Women want to wear suits 
but they don't want to look like men," was 
the general message, and the result is a 
softer, tailored silhouette with more 
variety in skirt and jacket bodies. 


JACKETS vary in length from short to long 
and in shape from slightly fitted to boxy.

lengths remain the same. The important

Button closings--a major detail on side, 
shoulder, and back. Revealing backs~-deep 
Vis..or..

Interstoff showed distinct and diverse 
personalities. 

Sportswear cloths were classic and cosmopo- 

litan, or rugged with a countrified air. 
Evening fabrics emphasized the lavish, opu- 
lent, sensuous. 
Texture was the key word...newest in woolens 
and silks, with new yarns, weaves, finishes, 
and yarn dye overprinting. The trend for 
mixing patterns and fabrics shown last 
season, continues aS more cloths’ were 
designed to mix, layer, and coordinate com- 
patibly. 
is expanding, as is the worn, washed look 
in casual cottons. Waxed, coated, and oiled 
finishes are stronger than in prior years; 
also silk blended with synthetics or reverse 
blends. Despite all the talk about poor 
timing and attendance, Interstoff remains 
the "Grande Dame" of them all....as the 
"truly international fabric fair." 


Cosmopolitan--Tweeds...Flecked, slubbed, 
twilled, black warp Donegals. Checks and 
plaids...Houndstooth, tattersall, herring- 
bones, chevrons, grid checks, block checks, 
black warp glen and tartan plaids. Overdye 
and cross dye wools, worsteds, flannel, 
challis, wool mousseline, cloque, mohair, 
camels hair, alpaca, chinchilla, brushed 
worsted pique, Ottoman and bird's eye 
weaves.

The Belle Epoque--Fin de Siecle Fashion 


The new exhibit at the Costume Institute of 
the Metropolitan Museum spans_ the years 
1890-1914, the most opulent period of a very 
privileged class. The costumes range from 
evening dress to luncheon suits, summer 
dresses, and bicycle and tennis costumes-—- 
all from the great fashion houses: Callot 
Soeurs, Doucet, Paquin, Poiret, Redfern, and 
Worth. Styles include Queen Alexandra's 
gown for the coronation, Sarah Bernhardt's 
costume from "Gismonda", and elegantly 
tailored menswear. The proper ambience is 
provided by the museum's recreation of the 
interior of Maxim's in Paris, and outdoor 
murals set in the Bois de Boulogne and 
Newport. Influences to watch for: soutache 
braid, embroidered black stockings, harem 
pajamas, inverness capes (men's), and 
pale, powdery shades--ecru, tea rose, beige, 
peach, and grey. The exhibit is open 
through Sept. 4, 1983, Tues. 10-8:45, Wed.- 
Sat. 10-4:45, and Sun. 11-4:45. 
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
